WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ed­ 
ward M Kennedy Jr., 12. smil­ 
ing and walking unassisted on 
crutches, was released from the 
hospital today, 13 days after his 
cancerous right leg was ampu­ 
tated above the knee 
The oldest son of Sen 
Ed­ 
ward M 
Kennedy, D Mass., 
had been fitted three days after 
the operation with a temporary 
artificial leg. 
Wearing bellbottom trousers, 
a sport coat and a turtle-neck 
shirt—and an American flag 
pm in his lapel—he easily man­ 
aged to maneuver to the family 
car after leaving the emergen­ 
cy entrance of Georgetow n Uni­ 
versity Hospital 
Teddy’s father and mother 
walked on either side of him— 
the senator carrying a football 
containing autographs of Wash 
ington Redskins players-as the 
boy walked to the car about 50 
feet away.

The operation was performed 
Nov. 17, four days after it was 
determined that young Kennedy 
was suffering from cancer in 
the cartilage below the knee

Bases To 
Be Closed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
fense Secretary James 
R 
Schlesinger said today the Unit 
ed States plans to close some of 
its overseas military bases in 
the next two or three months 
He also announced a new 
policy of increasing the US 
naval presence in the Indian 
Ocean 
Schlesinger refused to give 
details of the overseas base 
cutback because nations where 
the bases are located have not 
yet been informed. 
He described the closings as 
a consolidation and said some, 
but not all. of the bases are in 
western Europe 
Schlesinger said the aircraft 
earner USS Hancock and a 
task force of supporting ships, 
sent to the Indian Ocean dunng 
the Middle East war. will soon 
be replaced by another task 
force commanded by the car­ 
rier USS Oriskany. 
‘‘We are all aware of the 
enhanced interest that pertains 
to the Indian Ocean as a result 
of events that have occurred 
over the past four weeks,’’ 
Schlesinger said The* Russians 
have recently increased their 
sea force in the Indian Ocean 
also 
“ We intend that our visits to 
tte Indian Ocean i will be more 
regular." said Schlesinger 
At a news conference, Schles 
inger also said 
He believes President Nixon 
would have to ask Congress for 
specific authority to resume 
any new US military activity in 
Indochina in light of passage of 
the war powers bill 
The Defense Department is 
cutting down fuel consumption 
by sharply reducing aircraft 
and ship operating hours 
There is no conflict of inter

Brezhnev Secures India Aid Pact 


NEW DELHI (UPD - Soviet 
Communist party leader Leonid 
Brezhnez left for Moscow today 
with a 15-year aid commitment 
to this poverty stricken nation 
but without Indian support for 
his plan for an Asian security 
pact 
Brezhnev and his 145-member 
party, ending a five-day state 
visit, were given a ceremonial 
sendoff at the airport by Prime 
M inister Indira Gandhi, top 
government officials, members 
of parliament and diplomats 
Soviet officials said Brezhnev 
and Mrs. Gandhi signed the aid 
agreement last night and the 
plan would be made public lat­ 
er today in the Indian parlia­ 
ment 
In his departure statement, 
Brezhnev 
said he left India 
with a profound feeling of 
satisfaction 
with the work 
done" and invited Mrs Gandhi 
to visit the Soviet Union 
Before the talks began Mon­ 
day there were reports Brezh 
nev hoped to get not only Indian 
support for an Asian collective 
security plan, but permanent 
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naval port facilities on the Indi­ 
an Ocean. 


Political sources said Mrs 
Gandhi was wary of granting 
either for fear of damaging 
India’s position as a leader of 
non-aligned nations and be­ 
cause she wants better rela­ 
tions w ith China

Smog Now A Deciding Factor 


On What Farmers Can Plant 


SACRAM ENTO <UPI» - 
Smog has inflicted vast crop 
damage in some areas of Cali­ 
fornia—an estimated $95 mil­ 
lion in four years—making it a 
deciding factor in what farmers 
are growing, a state agriculture 
official said yesterday. 
'Pollution ha* become a ma­ 
jor factor in a few areas of our 
state in what determines which 
crops can and can’t be grown. ’ 
said Arthur A MUlecan, project 
leader for air pollution metho­ 
dology with tike state Depart­ 


ment of Food and Agriculture 
“I think we have seen over 
many years an actual modifica­ 
tion of types of agriculture be­ 
cause of pollution." he said in 
an interview 
Ix)sses, mostly leaf damage 
and growth suppression, are 
centered in the Southern Cali­ 
fornia South Coast Air Basin 
where hard hit crops include 
spinach—which actually can no 
longer 
be 
grown 
in some 
areas—citrus trees, lettuce and 
vegetables 


Besides m ajor dam age in 
heavily-populated Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, "We re beginning to see 
some slight symptoms in the 


Bay Area, not serious, but it 


has the potential of being that,” 
he said

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
legislature will convene in spe­ 
cial session Tuesday to vote on 
a compromise $122 million wel­ 
fare plan hammered out by 
legislative and Reagan admin 
istration negotiators. 


The settlement would provide 
grant increases to 500,000 aged, 
blind and disabled Californians 
far beyond those sought by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and also 
transfer administration of adult 
aid programs to the federal 
government on Jan. 1. 


Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke, acting 
in the absence of Reagan who is 
on a speech making tour of 
Australia, called a special ses­ 
sion of the legislature for noon 
Tuesday. 
Health and Welfare Secretary 
Earl Brian, who announced the 
agreement yesterday evening 
after several days of negotia­ 
tions with Assembly leaders, 
said the bill will add $122 mil­ 
lion in state money to current 
state and local welfare costs of 
$467 million annually. 
He said it w'ould not increase 
or reduce county costs for 
blind, disabled and elderly re­ 
cipient programs. 
Under the compromise, aver­ 
age monthly grants for elderly 
and disabled recipients would 
increase from $212 to $235. For 
the blind they would rise from 
$222 to $265. 
Reagan had sought payments 
of $221 for the aged and disa­ 
bled and $237 for the blind. 
"I wouldn’t exactly say he 
was overjoyed,” Brian told 
newsm en when asked about 
Reagan's reaction to the settle­ 
ment when informed of it by 
telephone in Australia. "When 
presented with the alternatives, 
he thought this was appropri­ 
ate." 
The proposal also provides 
$25 a month restaurant meal 
allowance for those unable to 
cook for themselves and rolls 
back to 1961 levels the amount 
of financial aid adult children 
must contribute for the support 
of their elderly welfare parents 
Reagan strongly resisted any 
easing of the so-called "R ela­ 
tives Responsibility" law which 
was toughened by his Welfare 
Reform Act of 1971. The roll 
back would have the effect of 
increasing the incom e level 
where adult children must be 
before they are required to 
contribute 
The measure, put together by 
Brian, Social Welfare Director 
David Swoap, Assembly Speak 
er Bob Moretti, D-Van Nuys, 
Assemblyman John Burton. D- 
San Francisco, and Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, represented a victory 
for Democrats. 
They previously fashioned a 
Rcagannipposed bill to transfer 
administration of the adult pro­ 
grams to the federal govern­ 
ment and substantially increase 
grants, but the Senate killed it 
in September 
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Reagan insisted all along be 
had the authority to implement 
the transfer without legislative 
approval. The 3rd D istrict 
Court of Appeal ruled last week 
he had no such authority. 
The 
Reagan administration 
and the legislature felt it neces­ 
sary to act quickly before the 
first of the year to resolve 
confusion among county gov­ 
ernments about bow to adminis­ 
ter the welfare programs and 
sent out checks to recipients. 
The court had appeared to 
mandate a $324 million aid pro­ 
gram for California, $204 mil­ 
lion of which would pay for 
m erely adm inistrative costs. 
Under the transfer, the federal 
Social Security Administration 
would pay all administrative 
costs. 
‘‘I wouldn’t exactly call it 
(the compromise) a major con­ 
cession,” Brian said. "I think 
it’s a concession. It is a discre­ 
tionary move that is in the best 
interest of the people.” 
Moretti said he believed the 
special session could finish its 
business in two days 


Reform Near 
On Campaign 
Expenditures

years of talk and little action on 
major election campaign re­ 
form, Congress is closer than 
ever to passage of legislation to 
finance presidential elections 
with tax money. 


The White House, however, 
has threatened to veto the bill if 
it is passed. 
The legislation faces proce­ 
dural problems in the Senate. ’ 
and House members must be 
persuaded to vote for a bill 
going farther than they have 
ever shown a willingness to go.

Senate leaders 
worked out details of a compro­ 
mise plan yesterday afternoon 
in Speaker Carl Albert's office. ! 
The legislation would be at­ 
tached to a bill increasing tbe 
limit on the national debt from 
$465 billion to $475.7 billion, 
which must be passed by mid­ 
night tonight. 
The Senate earlier attached a 
much more far-reaching cam­ 
paign reform bill to the debt 
bill, including the financing of 
House and Senate races, but the 
House rejected that plan Tht 
leaders agreed to limit the bill 
to the presidential race 
The remaining election re­ 
form provision would provide 
about $21 million to presidential 
candidates of major parties. 


Peron At Work 


BUENOS AIRES (UPI) - 
President Juan D. Peron ended 
a nine-day rest at home today 
by going to his Casa Rosada 
office to give a nationally 
broadcast radio address. 
The 78-year-old general had 
been at home since suffering a 
bronchial infection Nov. 21.

Koster plans to retire Dec. 16. 
but today is his last day of 
active duty.

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Bus, Ferry Commuters Face 
Discount Loss — Energy Crisis 


By HAUL E. PETERZELL 
Bus and ferry commuters ap­ 
parently will lose their 25-cent 
fare discount to offset loss of 
revenue expected on the Golden 
Gate Bridge as the worsening 
gasoline shortage cuts the num­ 
ber of cars crossing. 


Elimination of the discount 
would cost each transit com­ 
muter roughly $125 a year. 


Staff of the Golden Gate 
Bridge District fell short of 
actually recommending now 
that the discount be scrubbed, 
but showed the finance-auditing 


committee the extra fare reve­ 
nue from such a step would 
neatly offset an anticipated 10 
per cent cut in toll revenue — 
even after assuming the toll 
will go to 75 cents early next 
year 


A 10 per cent loss of toll 
revenue would total $1,378,360 
by mid-1978, while eliminating 
the transit discount would raise 
an additional $1,541,700 by then, 
according to Auditor-Controller 
Robert D. Tough. Gen. Mgr 
Dale W 
Luehnng added that 
doing away with the discount 


would be the easiest way to 
recoup the toll loss. 


Tough also distributed figures 
showing the impact of a 25 per 
cent toll revenue cut, which his 
calculations showed would take 
a $1 toll to recoup. He stressed 
that the $1 toll was included 
“ just to show you what could be 
done.” 


District officials long have 
insisted they were not consider­ 
ing a $1 toll, and Tough make it 
clear it still was not even under 
study. 
Several directors said the 


need for a 75-cent fare has 
nothing to do with the energy 
problem, but rather is neces­ 
sary to finance rising transit 
deficits 


The proposed toll hike has 
been stymied for half a year by 
opposition from San Francisco 
supervisors, and the committee 
asked the supervisors to recon­ 
sider their stand Luehring said 
he needs only two weeks to hike 
the toll once it is approved by 
the board of directors 


Tough also said a 10 per cent 
cut in toll revenue would leave 
reserves at $7,267,140 by mid- 
1978, 
if the transit discount 
were eliminated This balance 
assumed purchase of only 32 
new buses by that date and that 
the fuel shortage will not affect 
transit operations.

No Tomales Bay Lodge Rehearing 
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l-J Special Report 
SANTA MONICA - The state 
coast commission has refused 
to consider a permit for To­ 
males Bay Lodge, a controver­ 
sial $2.5 million resort proposed 
near Marshall 
The California Coastal Zone 
Conservation commission, as 
recommended by its staff, 
unanimously voted Wednesday 
against hearing an appeal from 
the denial of a permit by the 
North Central Coast Regional 
Commission 
There was no issue on which 


to rehear the matter, the com­ 
missioners agreed. 
Herbert H. Angress, who has 
been try ing to get government 
permits for his project since 


1969, told the Independent-Jour- 
nal he “ most probably” will 
challenge the commissions in 
court. The decision, he said, “is 
sad not only for myself, but a 
sad commentary on our govern­ 
ment. There was a total lack of 
human concern," he said of the 
commission’s action. 
Several commissioners con­ 
ceded they were sympathetic to 
the long struggle waged by 
Angress, but his day before 
them was all over in five min­

Cairo Restudies 
Geneva Meeting 


By U P. INTERNATIONAL 
Egypt said today it was re­ 
considering whether to attend 
the Geneva peace conference 
because of the breakdown of its 
cease-fire talks with Israel. 
Both Egypt arid Israel, whose 
troops have been on full alert 
for weeks, warned that the 
fighting could resume at any 
time. 
Maj. Gen. 
Ensio Siilasvuo, 
head of the U.N. Emergency 
Force, met in Cairo today with 
Egyptian War Minister Ahmed 
Ismail and then flew to Jerusa 
lem to meet with Israeli gov­ 
ernment officials. There was 
speculation he was trying to get 
the talks started again but a 
UN spokesman did not confirm 
this.

sume the war if Israel is al­ 
lowed to continue with its pro­ 
crastination ” 


Another came from Israeli 
Prime Minister Golda Meir who 
told a group of visiting Ameri­ 
can Jewish leaders in Jerusa 
lem yesterday she was not con­ 
vinced “that shooting will not 
be resumed —I don’t know. I 
hope not.” She said the Arab 
summit conference had posed 
“ impossible conditions" but her 
government would go to Gene 
va anyway. 


UN spokesman Rudolf Stajdu- 
har said UNEF troops have 
reported a marked upswing in 
Egyptian-Israeli clashes over 
the last few days including 
some air activity. He said the 
UNEF still considered the 
cease-fire was holding and de­ 
scribed the clashes as “local 
incidents.”

New French Restaurant Offers 
Experience In Gallic Tradition 


Take a professional designer, 
who is a restaurateur of several 
years experience as well — and 
on top of this if he also happens 
to be a Frenchman, it’s worth 
keeping your eye on him to see 
just what he will produce. 
In the case of Georges Lebu­ 
gle of Kentfield, who is all of 
these things, the product of his 
talents is one of the cutest little 
French restaurants ever to 
meet the eye — La Chaumiere, 
newly opened at 337 San Ansel­ 
mo Avenue, San Anselmo. In 
this project credit must also be 
given to his wife. Dedee, who 
not only was a major partici­ 
pant in the decor but is still 
working alongside her husband 
in the restaurant operation. 
“Chaumiere'’ in French re­ 
fers to a sort of thatched cot­ 
tage. and inside the restaurant 
you get the feeling that this is 
just what it could be. The sim­ 
plicity of design — walls and 
peaked ceiling all done in cot­ 
ton print with nary a wrinkle to 
behold — bespeaks quality and 
sets you at ease and cleverly 
suggests that you are in store 
for still more sensory pleasures 
once you start eating the food. 
And rn this you are not let 
down Dishes are prepared with 
care in the Gallic tradition by a 
young French chef, Christian 
Laban, who undeniably has the 
touch that leads to the top of his 
profession. The particular ad 
vantage of La Chaumiere is 
that you can go there for lunch 
as well as dinner (lunches Mon­ 
days through Fridays and din­ 
ners Wednesdays through Sat­ 
urdays). 
Lunches, ranging from $2.50 
to $3 75 a la carte, offer a fine 
house salad, three different 
omelets (Spanish, spinach or 
cheese), sole meuniere, rib 
steak or a special of the day 
Dinner entrees, priced from 
$5.75 to about $9. include six 
French classical preparations 
of chicken, fish. beef, veal and 
duck, along with a good selec­ 
tion of appropriate appetizers, 
soups, salads and desserts. And 
there is an excellent wine carte. 
It is not surprising to find the 
name Lebugle again associated 
with fine food 
If you didn't 
know — it is also the family 


name of another well known 
restaurateur better known as 
Robert Charles (now of Maurice 
et Charles’ Bistrot in San Ra­ 
fael) and Georges is his broth­ 
er. The two have worked to­ 
gether in several ventures and 
also apart. 
Since Georges and Dedee 
have just opened, their volume 
hasn't yet been built up to 
making reservations a necessi­ 
ty. But with a seating capacity 
of only 40 that might not be too 
far off — Friday and Saturday 
nights anyway. 


ON THE SUBJECT of Maur­ 
ice et Charles’ Bistrot. this res­ 
taurant will be closed for vaca­ 
tion from Sunday. Dec. 23. 
through Christmas and New 
Year's until Wednesday. Jan. 9. 
And then the 1974 schedule will 
open with dinners being served 
six days a week — Mondays 
through Saturdays (present 
days are Wednesdays through 
Sundays). 
This change perhaps is an 
indication of what may happen 
at other restaurants depending 
upon a substantial out of town 
following, with the curtailment 
of Sunday driving.

Errors, as most people know , 
are not easily erased by a 
computer, they are cheaper to 
retain. Also, it is possible — 
and simple — to erase an entry 
surrepticiously and enter anoth­ 
er Unlike convention files, al­ 
terations cannot be detected. 
The question of “personality 
tests" and ‘aptitude tests” was 
also scrutinized in the UNESCO 
analysis. Tests which seek to 
penetrate the personality, and 
measure such imponderables as 
views on politics or religion, 
may be grueling and “bear no 
direct relation to future em- 


California Gets 
A New Artichoke 
DAVIS (I’PL — An interna­ 
tional exchange of plants has 
resulted in a new red artichoke 
called “ Magnifico" for the Call 
forma farm industry, an agri­ 
culture scientist reported today 
Vincent Rubatzkv, University 
of California at Davis Agricul­ 
ture Extension vegetable spe­ 
cialist, said Magnifico was a 
thick, meaty-leaved variety of 
artichoke from Italy.

Persons not qualified to score 
tests are a further danger. :‘An 
individual's whole career may 
be compromised, and his mor­ 
ale unnecessarily shaken, by 
undependable or meaningless 
test scores.” say UNESCO ana­ 
lysts. 
The analysts see the possibili­ 
ty of a completely “computer­ 
ized environment” that raises 
the danger of serious interfer­ 
ence with the personal develop­ 
ment of the individual. “Living 
for the record” could mean the 
domination of the private life of 
the individual by technology — 
“a veritable pollution of the 
human personality,” as UNES­ 
CO puts it. 
It would be a subtle and 
complex process. First there 
would be the distortion that 
would occur when information 
that people gave confidentially 
was brought together to form a 
supposed “portrait” of an indi­ 
vidual. 
This material, often private 
and personal but given volun­ 
tarily, could be correlated with 
other categories of information 
compiled by private companies 
to evaluate the “credit-worthi- 
ness" of an individual. 
The UNESCO survey 
indi­ 
cates that an individual might 
feel driven to the point of alter­ 
ing his personality to suit the 
computer profile 
Alan Westin, professor of 
public law at Columbia Univer­ 
sity, agrees completely with the 
UNESCO analysis: “The strug­ 
gle between record keeping and 
liberty will be at the heart of 
the controversy for the next 25 
years " 
The professor feels aware­ 
ness that privacy was being 
invaded by data-fed computers 
surfaced in the 1960‘s. “ In a 
recent national census in the 
Netherlands, the same ques­ 
tions were asked as were asked 
in the previous census." he 
says, "yet people questioned 
the government s right to ask 
these questions; they never did 
before . . . It s a cultural phe­ 
nomenon in the West.”

Molly was bom in a San

In the book there is a pas­ 
sage, " . . . the idea of being 
doped up and worked on as if I 
were a damaged machine is 
appalling.

This view of birth as a nor­

The Case Of The 
Battered Child 


NEW YORK (CPI) - It has 
been estimated that as many as 
20 per cent of all children 
brought into hospital emergen­ 
cy rooms, or up to half a 
million children per year, may 
be victims of some sort of 
abuse or neglect 
A 1970 study suggested that 
more children under the age of 
5 are killed by their parents 
than by disease, the University 
of Michigan Information Serv­ 
ice reports.

training to know when more 
help is needed, she explained 
They are licensed by the state. 
They are well trained and enjoy 
a high status in their society. 
For every 200 applicants, only 
20 are accepted for study. 
"Prenatal care is important 
and. in Holland, a doctor gives 
a check up and leaves much of 
the prenatal care up to the 
midwife. 
The m idwife can 
make decisions and is subject 
to severe censure if she makes 
an error in judgm ent," Mrs. 
Arms said 
"The home is the safest place 
for a woman to have a baby,” 
the writer maintained, "pre­ 
sum ing good prenatal care. 
There is a calm environment 
and less chance of infection 
The hospital is disease-oriented 
and often im personal for a 
woman in labor. All the hours 
up to birth are important. The 
midwife is well trained in natu­ 
ral childbirth.” 
In England there are few- 
home births, according to Mrs. 
Arms, and there those taking 
the midwife training tend to be 
nurses who decide to specialize 
in maternity care. 
"There are nurse-midwives 
who are part of a medical 
team, obstetricians, prepared 
to solve abnormal problems, 
and nudwives prepared to as­ 
sist with normal births,” she 
explained 
She also spoke of 
meeting male midwives 
The writer will do additional 
research in this country’- She 
plans to live in Kentucky for 
awhile and spend some time on 
the 
Eastern seaboard, inter­ 
viewing midwives. 
Midwifery 
has been outlawed in California 
since the 1940s 
Her daughter, Molly, is now 
3. and she and John are sepa­ 
rated, Suzanne said. She has 
always enjoyed children, and 
has taught nursery school, 
worked in Head Start programs 
in Mann City and the Fillmore 
Distnct in San Francisco, and 
in a child care center at Hunt­ 
e r’s Point.

The Raglan Sleeve Is Back In 
Favor For The Man's Outerwear 


NEW YORK (UPD - The 
raglan sleeve has returned to 
favor in men’s outerwear this 
winter and coats are losing that 
buttoned up, close-fitting look to 
garments that flare out a lot. 
But the newest development, 
according to Tom Fallon, is the 
development of lightweight fab­ 
rics developed originally for the 
women's market. 
Fallon, 32, hidden for the past 
eight or nine years in the shad­ 
ow of such famous designers as 
Halston and Bill Blass, for 
whom he worked as an assist­ 
ant designer, has begun to 
emerge as a designer in his 
own right and is off to Spain 
currently to design a fall. 1974 
line for Cortefiel de Espagne, 
He was with Halston a couple 
of years designing women’s 
wear and with Blass for six, 
designing both men’s and wom­ 
en’s wear One result of work­ 
ing with women’s wear was an 
unexpected bonus—a knowledge 
of new fabrics that many men’s 
wear designers were not famil­ 
iar with. 
First in this category are 
double-faced fabrics developed 
in Europe and produced almost 
solely in Europe Such fabrics 
might have wool on one side 
and cotton poplin on the other 
Or, they might be two different 
colors of wool Or tweed and 
gabardine 
“ABOIT THE only big news 
in outerwear these days is 
weight," Fallon said “Men’s 
outerwear must go into Lighter 
fabrics and it is good for a 
designer to be familiar with 
women’s wear Women are big­ 
ger consumers than men and 


“they use a lot more fabrics 
and you learn a lot.” 
“Styling in men’s wear wants 
to remain very classic and in 
good taste and this is what 
separates the designer’s clothes 
from the stuff hanging on a 
pipe rack. Clothes are an in­ 
vestment and it pays to get the 
best design 
“Today there is no basic sil­ 
houette in men’s outerwear al­ 
though the trend is toward full­ 
er coats that swing away from 
the body in contrast to the 
shaped silhouette men have 
been buttoned into for the past 
few years 
“There is no standard length 
any more. A man can wear a 
finger tip length coat or a knee 
length or a mid-calf length, 
whatever looks best on him. A 
fingertip length coat would be 
all wrong with a business suit 
for the city but would be per­ 
fect for what it was originally 


designed for—a car coat.” 


WITH SO much standardiza­ 
tion the emphasis is changing 
to fabric and to revivals of old 
favorites such as the raglan 
sleeve which gives a bulkier 
look 
“Another new trend is for 
more coordination in outwear. 
You might have a car coat with 
matching pants, for example, 
or pants coordinated with the 
lining of the car coat. Or you 
might wear a sports jacket 
coordinated with the outer shell 
or the lining of the outerwear 
“We are away from the big 
plaids and the overly bold 
checks and bright screaming 
colors in outerwear and back 
toward the old fashioned look­ 
ing fabrics and old fashioned 
colors and weaves—heathers, 
flannels, yarn dyes, all look 
newer than the aggressive 
plaids and checks

Astronauts 
Like Hosts 
Space Food 


ZVYOZDI GORODOK, USSR 
(TJPD — American astronauts 
preparing for the 1975 U.S.- 
Soviet joint space flight see 
only one problem— the food is 
so good at the Russian training 
camp they might need a bigger 
ship. 


The Americans wound up 
their first familiarization ses­ 
sion in the Soviet Union yester­ 
day and — despite quips about 
the food and drink— predicted 
“no difficulty" in making the 
Soyuz-Apollo flight on schedule. 


“We’ve completed two won­ 
derful weeks of work,” astro­ 
naut crew leader Thomas P. 
Stafford told a news conference 
at this cosmonaut training cen­ 
ter 20 miles east of Moscow. 
"There’s only one problem— 
with all this hospitality and 
wonderful food, we may need a 
bigger rocket for our side.” 
Newsmen at the conference 
got a chance to sample some of 
the toothpaste-type tubes of cos­ 
monaut space food—pureed 
meat and chicken, borcht (beet 
soup) and shchee (cabbage 
soup)—and gave their approval 
Donald K. Slayton, one of the 
two civilians on the three-man 
American crew, said there was 
more to the problem than food. 
“ After some of the toasting 
that’s been going on, we’re all 
going to need liver transplants 
by the time we re ready to fly,” 
he said. 
Soviet cosmonauts paid a 
fam iliarization visit to the 
Johnson Space Center at Hous­ 
ton last July. Plans call for 
joint training session in Russia 
next July followed by a training 
session in Houston next Septem­ 
ber. 
“I see no difficulty meeting 
the goals, given the cooperation 
so far," said Stafford, an Air 
Force brigadier general. 
He said he was “completely 
satisfied” with the safety fea­ 
tures of the two-man Soyuz 
spacecraft which will dock with 
the three man Apollo, describ­ 
ing the Soyuz as “a great ship 
to flv." 
Also on the visit was the third 
Apollo crewman, Vance D. 
Brand, and backup astronauts 
Alan L. Bean, Jack R. Lousma 
and Ronald E. Evans. 
The Soviet cosmonauts—Col. 
Alexei A Leonov, the world’s 
first space walker, and Valery 
N. Kubasov—attended the news 
conference

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Sausalito Zoning Plan Applauded

Sausalito city councilm en, 
hurrying to meet a Jan 1 dead­ 
line, last night found little to 
criticize in a new zoning pro­ 
posal for the central waterfront 
and voted unanimously to send 
the measure to the planning 
commission for public hearing 
Councilman Evert H Heynne- 
man was absent. 
Property owner Sam Zakes- 
sian, long a critic of city zoning 
plans for the waterfront, called 
the council action “ ram rod- 
ding” which amounts to “con­ 
fiscating our land " He said the 
proposal would result in piece­ 
meal development of the water­ 
front and would prevent him 
from developing his property 
profitably. 
Public hearing and planning 
commission review of the mea­ 
sure was scheduled for Dec 19. 
With commission approval, the 
council expects to adopt the 
proposal by Jan 1, when state 
law requires that zoning con 
form with the city general plan 
Much of the council session 
was taken up by an elaborate 
presentation of an alternative 
waterfront plan by Steve Sis­ 
kind of E nvironm ental Sys­ 
tems. Inc., and Zakessian of 
Zack s, Inc 
Councilmen applauded the 
presentation, one calling it “the 
best we have ever seen,” and 
said they would give it serious 
consideration, but they agreed 
that it would be impossible to 
guide such an innovative pro­ 
posal through city review m a­ 
chinery before the state dead 
line They will consider the plan 
again at a special meeting Dec 
6 
“The problem is, we must get 
some new zoning on the books 
within four weeks," stressed 
Councilman Stephen A Fraser 
The central waterfront zone 
encom passes lands east of 
Bridgeway from Anchor Street 
north to Napa Street 
The city proposal — the prod 


uct of two years of discussion 
and revision — differs from a 
plan considered by the council 
in August in that it contains a 
limited amount of retail-com­ 
mercial use 
“This has been added in view 
of the general plan provision 
for retail sales and personal 
service shops and the observa­ 
tion that tourist pedestrian 
traffic between the two impor­ 
tant activity centers, the down 
town and the Schoonm aker 
project area, should be encour­ 
aged to stay on the east side of 
Bndgeway in preference to Ca­ 
ledonia Street.” said Planning 
Director Herb Case 
Retail shops, listed as a con­

Disclosure Law Is Back On The Books 
S 
, Worse Fuel Shortage 
bn, cm Than charted Feared 


In 1969, Assemblyman Jesse 
M. Unruh pushed through the 
California Legislature a bill re­ 
quiring disclosure by public of­ 
ficials of all their private inter­ 
ests 
valued at more than 
$10,000. 
The measure touched off an 
outcry by touchy office holders. 
Many threatened to resign 
rather than disclose. A few did. 
Suit was brought challenging 
constitutionality of the law, and 
on March 26, 1970 — before the 
first 
disclosure 
statem ents 
were even due — the California 
Supreme Court, showing unac­ 
customed speed, ruled the law 
was unconstitutional because it 
was too loosely draw n and 
would require “ wholesale re­ 
w riting.” 
Unruh 
suggested 
there might be a conflict of 
interest in the court, since the 
lu stic es th e m s e lv e s w ere 
among those who would have 
been required to make public 
their financial holdings. 
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FORTUNATELY, the drive 
for the people’s right to know 
did not die. This year, an even 
stiffer disclosure bill was en­ 
acted into law. This was Senate 
Bill 716 by state Sen. George R. 
Moscone, D-San Francisco, 
with Marin’s Sen. Peter H. 
Behr as a co-author. 


This new law requires that 
state constituional officers, 
county supervisors and admin­ 
istrators, mayors, city council­ 
men, planning commissioners 
and planning officers, and city 
managers and administrators 
must file each April detailed 
statem ents of their private 
holdings and earnings.

Council Not Stifling 
Democratic Process 


Your recent articles and editorials 
concerning San Rafael’s initial draft of 
its new general plan and the dismissal of 
Jorgen Landing would leave th*1 unin­ 
formed reader with two impressions 
• that Mr 
Lunding was dismissed 
because he disagreed with the council 
that San Rafael has already adopted a 
general plan w ithout hearing the views of 
its citizens 
Neither could be further from the truth. 
When it is stated that the council is 
attempting to stifle the democratic 
process it should be remembered that 
what the council is attempting to pre­ 
serve is a process of public participation 
in and molding of our general plan, a 
process in addition to the legally required 
public hearings, not in place thereof 
Mr. Lunding was dismissed because he 
refused to allow the public participation 
in th* general plan to proceed; because 
he on three occasions, attempted to 
.subvert the initial forming of the plan by 
San Rafael citizens through the sixty- 
member citizens’ advisory committee, 
and finally, because he publicly dispar­ 
aged the plan and stated that the consul­ 
tants should be fired and former business 
associates of his hired to replace them 
With this background, it became clear 
that the public review process could not 
proceed nor would the plan receive a fair 
public hearing under his chairmanship 
Second, and most important, San Ra 
fad does not yet have a general plan 
The document that has been prepared is 
only the initial draft Possibly the reason 
that confusion exists on this point is that 
never to my knowledge has San Rafael 
had a plan -o r any other concept — 
formulated with so much opportunity for 
public opinion and participation . . . 
In no way is the planning commission 
being elim inated from the planning 
process. After the public meetings, the 
consultants will take the citizens' sugges­ 
tions and draft a “preliminary plan” — 
then the public hearings first before the 
planning commission, and then before the 
council, will start 
I urge all who are interested in the plan 
to attend the citizens' advisory commit­ 
tee meetings that are currently being 
held

The statement must list all 
businesses in which the office 
holder has direct or indirect 
investm ent over $1,000, and 
specify w hether that invest­ 
ment is over $10,000. 
It m ust describe all real 
property in which he has an 
interest over $1,000, and tell 
whether that interest exceeds 
$ 10,000. 
It must list each source of 
income, loans or gifts totaling 
$250 or more in the preceding 
12 months, and tell in each case 
whether the value was over 
$1,000. 
It must list his employment, 
salaried or otherwise, at any 
time during the year. 


The same disclosure state­ 
ment must be filed by each 
candidate for any of the offices 
covered. 


THE NEW LAW is stricter 
than Unruh’s measure which 
the court found poorly drawn. 
However, it does not include 
school district and special dis­ 
trict officials — from whose 
ranks much of the objection to 
the earlier law arose. So per­ 
haps it will stir less uproar. 


The first disclosure sta te ­ 
ments must be filed by next 
April 
15. 
Between now and 
then, 
we may expect much 
discussion of the law by public 
officials — and probably some 
heated objections and threats 
of resignation. 


We will watch this with inter­ 
est, keeping in mind that the 
person with nothing to conceal 
has little reason to object to 
disclosure.

All spending bills must be completed 
by the beginning of each fiscal year. 
And heres the tough, self-disciplinary 
provision If total appropriations exceed 
the ceiling, a congressional appropria­ 
tions committee must report an enforce­ 
ment bill that recinds specific appropria­ 
tions sufficient to bring total spending 
within the ceiling 
The big spenders, the let’s spend-but- 
not tax politicians, won’t like this reform. 
They will resist, and it will take some 
active public support to get it passed

That depends on whether they count 
only that burned by the president’s per­ 
sonal aircraft, or include all those that 
precede, escort, follow and support his 
trip. The answer, whatever goes into it, is 
expressed rn terms of how many average 
houses that amount of fuel would heat for 
one full winter 
As a fraction of the petroleum shortfall 
predicted in this country before spring, it 
is infinitesimal As an illustration of how 
a president should lead his country into 
an officially christened crisis, the whole 
expedition was in bad taste at best. 
lf the three public appearances had 
been urgent national business, he could 
have made them all and used about half 
as much fuel by omitting Key Biscayne 
from his week end Since they were not, 


he could have canceled the whole trip, 
explaining to the country’ that he did it 
because of the energy shortage. That 
would have set an example. 


Instead, he had been back in Washing 
ton less than 48 hours when be went out 
to the South Lawn again and helicoptered 
60 miles to Camp David for Thanksgiv­ 
ing. Saturday morning he helicoptered 
back to the capital to pose for pictures 
with advisers, the captions explaining 
that hi1 was making decisions on the 
energy crisis Then he helicoptered back 
to Camp David again, and the next 
afternoon he helicoptered back to Wash­ 
ington again to deliver the latest in his 
series of speeches on facing the fuel 
situation 


HE TAILED ABOUT curtailing Sun­ 
day gasoline sales, cutting back highway 
speed limits, allocating heating oil, and 
limiting jet fuel to airlines

nia spend your mon­ 
ey ? Are you desirous of knowing that all 


is spent for the education of students? Do 
you want to be reassured that none is 
"pent frivolously? That you are not being 
taxed to prov ide non-essentials? 
It was precisely those reasons which 
prompted a lawsuit against the regents to 
force disclosure of a contract secretly 
executed in hiring university president 
Charles J Hitch 
The suit was filed merely as a citizen 
seeking information that should be public 
and that the public has every right to 
know But the university employs a staff 
of 15 highly paid lawyers. Its annual 
budget for legal staff runs into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. Additionally, it 
spends more thousands for outside legal 
counsel. When the average citizen has the 
audacity to ask for information regarding 
UU expenditures, this battery of law­ 
yers goes to work seeking every legal 
technicality to thwart such disclosures. 


THE MATTER IN HAND was filed in 
Sacramento last February. UC attorneys 
responded with a 23-page brief challeng­ 
ing venue Rather than have the public 
records issue bogged down in venue 
arguments, the judge transferred the 
case to Alameda County There it rested, 
because of the court’s heavy calendar, 
until now, 
With the matter finally set for hearing 
on the issue (rf whether such an employ­ 
ment contract is a public record, the UC 
lawyers have filed a 14-page brief in a 
motion tantamount to dismissal 
They 
don’t want to try the merits of the case 
They are basing their motion on an 


argument that the issue is moot. It is 
moot, they say, because the regents, 
after the suit was filed, voluntarily made 
public the contract 


BI T THE QUESTION of such con 
tracts being public records under the 
California Public Reports Act is not 
moot 
It has not been decided and, 
despite the fact the regents made the 
contract public, they are still contending 
it is a “personnel file” and is not a public 
record 
( ertainly the legislature did not intend 
an employment contract requiring the 
expenditure of tax dollars could be swept 
under the blanket of “personnel files” 
and kept secret from the public. 
The contract was originally executed in 
December, 1967, and provided for a 
salary al $45,000 plus $12,000 allowance

Clifford Irving Is Granted 
Parole From Federal Jail 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Lands Commission yester­ 
day took action designed to 
increase the state’s oil revenues 
by $9 million over the next 
three years by selling “ royal­ 
ty” oil to small, independent 
firms. 
However, the com m ission 
recognized that its approval of 
the lucrative bids for the state- 
owned oil could be struck down 
in the near future because they 
may violate the federal govern­ 
ment’s rules for oil pricing. 
Union Oil Co. erf California 
had attempted to block the sale 
of the royalty oil. which is 
granted to the state by oil 
companies under their lease 
agreement for state tidelands. 
If the royalty oil had not been 
sold under the bidding system, 
Union could have purchased 
about 1,100 barrels daily. 
The federal Cost of Living 
Council unexpectedly proposed 
regulations last month at Un­ 
ion’s request that would have 
prevented the state from charg­ 
ing prices higher than those 
posted by major producers 
The regulations could be 
adopted by the CLC at any­ 
time, effectively nullifying the 
oil contracts approved by the 
Lands Commission yesterday 
But the state commission de­ 
cided to accept the high bids 
anyway, reasoning that the $9 
million in income was worth 
taking the nsk. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
US Parole Board granted pa­ 
role yesterday effective Feb. 14 
to Clifford Irving, the author 
c o n v ic te d of d e f r a u d in g 
McGraw-Hill with a fake biog­ 
raphy of billionaire Howard 
Hughes. 
Irving, 42, was sentenced in 
June, 1972, to two years and six 
months on a conspiracy convic­ 
tion and began serving the sen­ 
tence the following Aug. 28, 
Irving became eligible for pa­ 
role last June 27 but the board 
turned him down when it re­ 
viewed his case last July 30. 
At that time, the board decid­ 
ed not to reconsider the case

McGraw-Hill by claim ing to 
have access to Hughes and to 
have his consent for Irving to 
write a biographv. 
McGraw Hill paid Irving an 
advance of about $765,000 for 
the book before learning the 
claimed dealings with Hughes 
were spurious 
Irving repaid 
about $450,000 and the rest is 
tied up in the lawsuit.

McGinnis led Indiana with a 
game-high 44 points last night 
but it came in a losing cause as 
the Denver Rockets beat the 
Pacers 127-111 to remain atop 
the American Basketball Asso­ 
ciation’s West Division. 


A win over the Rockets would 
have moved the defending ABA 
champion Pacers into first 
place, but instead, the loss 
dropped Indiana into fourth 
place, 14 games behind Denver 
and a half game behind both 
Utah and San Antonio. 


McGinnis canned 17 field 
goals, including one three point­ 
er and hit on nine of 11 free 
throws but Denver’s balanced 
scoring proved too much to 
overcome. 


Willie Long's 26 points led the 
Rockets while Warren Jabali 
had 24, Ralph Simpson chipped 
in with 21 and Marv Roberts 
tallied 19 for the winners. 


Donnie Freeman was second 
high scorer for Indiana with 15 
and Mel Daniels had 14. 


In the only other ABA game, 
Kentucky moved into first place 
in the East, percentage points 
ahead of Carolina, thanks to a 
102-92 victory over Memphis 


Dan Issel’s 32 points and 16 
rebounds led the Colonels while 
George Thompson was high for 
the Tams with 21 points 


NHL Rangers 
Show Flyers 
Some Defense

Nobody is playing defense in 
the National Hockey League 
these days quite like the Phila­ 
delphia Flyers but they got a 
little of their own medicine last 
night from the New York Rang­ 
ers. 


The Rangers held the Flyers 
to a 2-2 tie as goaltender Ed 
Giacomin turned aside 37 shots 
—20 of them in the third period 
—in withstanding what New 
York 
Coach 
Larry 
Popein 
termed ‘‘the heaviest assault in 
his nine years with the Rang­ 
ers.” 


Only Bill Barber’s game- 
tying goal with 3:06 to go 
spoiled Giacomin’s third period 
brilliance. Despite the tie, the 
Flyers, allowing an average of 
only 1.67 goals per game, re­ 
tained a two-point lead in the 
West Division of the NHL. 
Elsewhere last night, the To­ 
ronto Maple Leafs blasted the 
St. Louis Blues 5-1. the Atlanta 
Flames nipped the Detroit Red 
Wings 4-3 and the Buffalo 
Sabres edged the Los Angeles 
Kings 2-1. 
Philadelphia captain Bobby 
Clarke, the NHL’s Most Valua­ 
ble Player last season, passed 
from behind the net to Barber 
who drilled a 15-foot shot past 
Giacomin. Philadelphia had 
scored the game’s first goal, by 
Terry Crisp, but the Rangers 
went ahead 2-1 on goals by Walt 
Tkaczuk and Pete Stemkowski. 
Forwards Lanny McDonald, 
Errol Thompson and Darryl Sit- 
tler scored the game's first 
three goals in a 5:18 span of the 
first period in Toronto’s victory 
over St. Louis. McDonald added 
a second goal late in the game. 
Chuck Arnason scored two 
goals and assisted on another to 
help the Blues build a 4-0 lead 
before Detroit rallied with three 
goals in two and a half minutes | 
early in the third penod. 
A first period goal by Jim 
I/irenz and a third period score 
by Rene Robert gave Buffalo 
its victory over Los Angeles, 
w hich hasn't won in its last nine 
games.

"We know very little about 
Arkansas,” said UCLA Coach 
John Wooden, “but we do know 
that Maryland is rated very 
high in all the preseason polls.”

Not with the 6-11 Walton, 
college basketball’s player- 
ofthe year as a sophomore and 
junior, back. 


Also returning is 6-7 senior 
forward Keith Wilkes, a starter 
for two seasons. Joining Walton 
and Wilkes on the Bruins’ front 
line is 6 7 4 junior Dave 
Meyers 


Tommy Curtis will be Wood­ 
en’s “point” guard while either 
senior Greg Lee or junior Pete 
Trgovich are scheduled to open 
at the other backcourt spot. 
Four other members of the 
Pacific-Eight also commence 
firing with Stanford, the team 
expected to fight it out with 
USC for second behind the 
Bruins, hosting Nevada R?no.

Sugar Bowl In Jeopardy 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - A 
football showdown between top- 
ranked 
Alabama and No. 4 
Notre Dame may be in jeopar­ 
dy unless the Sugar Bowl 
makes racial concession soon. 


Spokesmen for the National 
Association For The Advance­ 
ment of Colored People and the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) said yester­ 
day their groups are planning 
disruptive actions for the New 
Year’s Eve contest unless spon­ 
sors of the Sugar Bowl integrat­ 
ed their organization. 


“There’s a very good possibil­ 
ity there won’t be a Sugar 
Bowl,” Alvin O. Chambliss, 
NAACP attorney, said 


A spokesman said the civil 
rights groups were going to 


court to challenge the nation­ 
wide television broadcast of the 
game and were advising the 
players, coaches and presidents 
of Alabama and Notre Dame 
about the situation 


Dr. Guy Gipson, president of 
the New Orleans NAACP, said 
the Mid-Winter Sports Associa­ 
tion—sponsors of the Sugar 
Bowl classic had refused to ad­ 
mit blacks as full members, 
refused to hire blacks for office 
jobs and as ticket collectors 
and tried to give blacks token 
recognition in the Queen’s 
Court. 
John W. Boebinger, president 
of the Sugar Bowl, refused to 
comment on the threat of dis­ 
ruption but said the association 
might integrate soon. 
E arlier this month, the Mid- 


Winter Sports Association an­ 
nounced six blacks would be 
among 23 members appointed 
to a non-voting advisory com­ 
mittee. The blacks resigned a 
week later, complaining of to­ 
kenism 
Three blacks were named to 
the queen's court, but one of 
them, Lear Wilson of Southern 
University-New Orleans, also 
resigned for the same reason 
“I should not be participating 
in the Sugar Bowl if blacks 
don't have the right to partici­ 
pate in the committee which 
chooses 
the 
court 
or 
the 
queen," Miss Wilson said. 
The civil rights leaders have 
said they are considering sit ins 
around the stadium and other 
actions “to disrupt the smooth 
operation of the Sugar Bowl 
and related activities ”

Nary A Bite In 
Sturgeon Fishing 
11 Teams Try For Playoff Berths 


I took my own advice the other day and went 
sturgeon fishing. Didn’t get a hit, nor did Marty 
Mqdin who was along also. Didn't see anyone else 
catch any either. 
It had to be the tides. Most of the sturgeon 
taken last week were caught on the outgoing tide, 
and in most cases, just before the tide was low or 
slack. Watch your tidebooks for the right time. At 
low tide, the fish are forced to move from the 
shallow shoreline flats to the deeper waters where 
most of us fish. Extremely low tides seem to be 
best. 


THE C ALIFORNIA Fish and 
Game Commission has called 
on federal and state authorities 
to assign a high priority to the 
state’s commercial fishing in­ 
dustry and the party boat fish­ 
ing fleets in the allocation of 
fuel supplies. California’s 5,000 
c o m m e rc ia l fish in g b o ats 
produce an annual catch that 
grosses more than $100 million 
at dockside, and processing and 
handling of the catch adds 
about $320 million to the econo­ 
my each year. 
The state’s partyboat fleet of 
nearly 500 boats carries about 
720,000 fishermen and generates 
around $6 million annually. 
The Commissioners cited the 
contribution of the industry and 
the party boat fleet to the 
world’s protein supply, the na 
t ion’s balance of payments, in­ 
ternational relations and the 
“efficient utilization of a renew­ 
able resource which cannot be 
stockpiled."

For those of you who do hunt 
Tomales Bay, a word of warn­ 
ing People who live along the 
hay are conducting a letter 
writing campaign against the 
duck hunters, and their case is 
a valid one. Last week, accord­ 
ing to a report to the sheriff’s 
office, two hunters using shot 
guns fired in the direction of 
some people while attempting 
to recover a crippled duck The 
pellets caused no harm, but it 
was frightening, as can be ex­ 
pected 


In the same beach area, I 
collected the carcasses of 19 
birds. TVo were seagulls, five 
were Western Grebes and 12 
were scoters. Anyone shooting 
gulls and grebes is violating the 
fish and game ’aws. There’s no 
excuse for shooting those easily 
identifiable birds Shooting sco­ 
ters is legal. TTiey are consid 
ered being in the duck family. 
But to leave them is illegal by 
the Fish and Game Code under 
the section "wanton waste". 
These type actions raise the 
wrath of every one and rightly 
so 


H ER E’S SOMETHING for 
you duck hunters to mull over. 
When we were up at Aituras 
during the first part of duck 
season, my son-in-law. Ken 
Walker, took two sprig home 
for a treat for his wife He hung 
the feathered birds in my re­ 
frigerator (it has a cooling fan' 
I came home two weeks later to 
find the forgotten birds still 
there They were still in good 
condition, so saymg nothing. 1 
cooked them up 
They were 
excellent, tender as butter’ It 
does tend to tenderize the 
drawn birds with a few days of 
hanging 
I don’t advise two 
weeks, but it’s possible 


I hung that fat snow goose 
from last week for four days I 
hadn't tned one in years Ev­ 
eryone says they are tough Not 
so. we roasted it for two hours 
at 350 degrees, and it was as 
good as a speck Even the legs 
were edible 


MOST FISHERM EN think 
the silver salmon run in To­ 
males Bay and the Papermill 
Creek tidewaters is over this 
year. In the past, the Fish and 
Game Department planted Ore­ 
gon fish, which by their nature, 
were early-season run fish 


The fish planted the past two 
years are from different stock 
and are supposed to be later 
returnees. We could have fresh 
runs into December Don’t give 
it up yet. I checked about an 
, eight pounder Monday, that 
was fresh as could be 
And 
further, the number of fish up 
on the spawning beds doesn't 
seem to be as high as the plants 
warrant. 


FROM DOWN at the Richard­ 
son’s Bay Wildlife Sanctuary, 
Phil Schaeffer called in to re­ 
port a three-foot, 100 pound 
loggerhead sea turtle in the 
lagoon area there.

Oil Shale Seen As Fuel 
Source By Around 1980 


DENVER (UPI) - The feder­ 
al government plans to lease 
six tracts in Colorado, Wyo­ 
ming and Utah for prototype oil 
shale mining and processing 
which, hopefully, will provide 
fuel by 1980. 


Oil shale is found in every 
continent but nowhere are de­ 
posits as large as in the Green 
River formation of Colorado, 
I tah and Wyoming. 
The US Geological Survey 
has estimated the total shale oil 
reserves of the formation at 
more than 600 billion barrels 


Shale rock is like a sponge 
soaked with water. But oil is 
much more difficult to squeeze 
out. The sedimentary rock con­ 
tains organic matter called ker- 
ogen, which when heated yields 
substantial amounts of synthet­ 
ic crude and hydrocarbon gas 
The oil is removed from shale 
rock by mining it, crushing it 
and then heating it until solid 
kerogen turns into hydrocarbon 
vapor. Oil vapors are drawn 
off. condensed and treated in 


conventional oil processing 
units. 
Experts admit recovery of oil 
from shale is dirtier than the 
normal oil recovery process 
from wells, but the end product 
is a cleaner one Shale oil has a 
minute sulphur content. 
“ By using shale oil for the 
generation of electricity in 
areas such as Los Angeles, 
Chicago or New York, you 
could continue your industrial 
development without any degra­ 
dation of the atmosphere.” said 
Hollis M Dole, head of a firm 
engaged m oil shale research. 
Dole thinks researchers have 
overcome most of the environ­ 
mental problems of shale devel­ 
opment, not the least erf which 
is what to do with the 
spent" 
shale. The job is complicated 
by the fact that processed shale 
occupies 15 per cent more vol­ 
ume than the original rock. 
Colony expects the most like­ 
ly solution will be a combina­ 
tion of some surface disposal 
and underground disposal in 
areas which have been mined.

State Energy Commission Urged 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
State Controller Houston I. 
Flournoy yesterday said he 
wished he could use San Fran­ 
cisco Mayor Joseph Aliot’s “hot 
air to produce some badly need­ 
ed electricity.” 
Flournoy, chairman of the 
State Lands Commission and a 
Republican gubernatorial hope­ 
ful, disputed recent charges by 
Alioto that there was foot-drag­ 
ging in the development of 
steam power resources at the 
Geyers in Sonoma County. 
“Action and hard work — not 
rhetoric — are producing elec­ 
trical power at the Geysers,” 
Flournoy said in releasing a 
State Lands Division staff re­ 
port on geothermal energy 
“The mayor thinks he has a 
good political issue with the 
energy crisis, but in this case 
he doesn’t know what he’s talk­ 
ing about," Flournoy said “I 
only wish we could use his hot 
air to produce some badly need 
ed electricitv. ” 
Flournoy said the staff report 
disclosed that the Geysers “is 
the only area producing power 
from geothermal energy in the 
United States It has surpassed 
Italy’s Larderello steam field in 
capacity to become the largest 
geothermal energy producing 
field in the world ” 
The report also said 
“Con­ 
trary to general opinion, the 
Geysers field is being devel­ 
oped at a pace limited only by 
the 
construction of power 
plants This fact is demonstrat­ 
ed by the number of potential 
wells which are shut in pending 
the construction of plants ’’ 


SACRAMENTO (UPD - As­ 
sembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
yesterday proposed establish­ 
ment of a state energy commis­ 
sion empowered to ration gaso­ 
line 
and 
make car 
pools 
mandatory. 
The Van Nuys Democrat, jist 
returned from conferences in 
Washington with congressional 
leaders on the energy crisis, 
said 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
should call a special session of 
the legislature immediately to 
act on the energy commission 
proposal. 
Reagan, who during the 1973 
regular session of the legisla­ 
ture vetoed an energy commis­ 
sion bill sponsored by Demo­ 
crats. is on a 12-day tour of 
Australia, Singapore and Indo­ 
nesia and is scheduled to Re­ 
turn to California Dec. 5. 
Moretti said the energy issue 
could be included in the agenda 
of a possible special session 
next week to resolve the state’s 
current welfare crisis. 
Moretti told a news confer­ 
ence the seven-member com­ 
mission appointed by the gover­ 
nor and legislature would be 
empowered to impose “short­ 
term” curtailment of energy, 
such as gas rationing; establish 
long-term conservation of re­ 
sources; and develop a fuel 
allocation program “to protect 
the economy and insure agri­ 
cultural production.” 
He said the commission also ! 
would be empowered to “some­ 
how impose car pooling” and 
that drivers who failed to carry 
two or three passengers could 
be cited by police. 
“Talking about the energy 
crisis isn’t going to accomplish j 
anything," he said “ We must 
act. but we must not panic. We

must take it slow and intelli­ 
gently.” 
Moretti, a Democratic guber­ 


natorial contender, said the en­ 
ergy commission legislation 
was being drafted by himself, 
Senate President Pro Tern 
James Mills, D-San Diego, As­ 
semblyman Charles Warren, D- 
Los Angeles, and Sen. Alfred 
Alquist, D-San Jose. 
Reagan vetoed a bill by Alqu­ 
ist and Warren in September 
that would have established a 
sim ilar commission but it 
would lack the sweeping powers 
of the proposed new commis­ 
sion. The measure was opposed 
by private utilities and electri­ 
cal manufacturers. 
Asked whether he believed 
Reagan, who has created his 
owti energy and planning coun­ 
cil, would sign such a bill, 
Moretti replied: 
He ought to sign it. But I 
don't know where hS HEAD IS 
RIGHT now. I suppose he’ll 
first ask the private utilities 
what they think of it.” 


Asked whether politicians in 
an election year should also 
curtail their travels to conserve 
fuel, Moretti said: 
“I don’t 
know how I can justify flying 
all over the state of California 
using fuel when there’s not 
enough fuel available for people 
to get to work." 
He said lawmakers in Sacra­ 
mento should also form car 
pools and give up their gas 
guzzling luxury sedans in favor 
of small automobiles.

charged that the energy crisis 
appeared to be “carefully or­ 
chestrated” by major oil com­ 
panies, also said the federal 
government should make oil 
from the Elk Hills military 
reserve in Kern County availa­ 
ble to California civilians. 
But he indicated he still op­ 
posed resumption of offshore 
drilling in the Santa Barbara 
channel.
